Some increase is to be noted in the income from admis- 
sions; this was, however, more than offset by expenditures 
for extensive repairs to some of the older buildings at the 
Gardens, which were so thoroughly executed during the 
summer, that no great outlay for such purpose is antici- 
pated during the coming year. 

The continued interest and benefit derived by the children 
of the Public Schools from visiting the Gardens under guid- 
ance of their teachers, is most gratifying. It is an obvious 
duty that all means for their instruction growing out of 
the facilities of ‘the Gardens should be fully developed, and 
with this object a plan is under consideration for holding a 
course of lectures on zoological subjects, at the Gardens, 
during the season when it is most visited by the children. 
These would be especially useful to the older grades of pupils 
as well as to the teachers, and it can hardly be doubted 
that such a course would be welcomed by both. 

Some expense would be incurred in carrying out this 
scheme in a worthy manner—more than would be justified 
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in the closely balanced state of the Society’s present finances— 
but if the means can be provided, the chief obstacle to its 
fulfillment will be removed. 

The death of two members, of exceptionally long service 
in the Board, has occurred since the last report; General I. 
J. Wistar, who was elected September 25th, 1873, and J. 
Vaughan Merrick, Esq., who became a member at the re- 
organization of the society, March 14th, 1872. Each of 
these gentlemen bore a conspicuous part in the laborious 
work of establishing the Gardens, and the value of their 
efforts should meet with lasting recognition.

The male when adult 
has a conspicuous, mane-like mass of hair covering 
the fore-quarters.

Among a number of lizards received June Ist from 
the Mediterranean region was one example of this 
beautiful variety of the wall lizard, which appears 
to be found only upon a rocky islet near Capri. 

Eutena elegans vagrans B. & G. Wandering Garter 
Snake.

One specimen of this garter snake, which is the com- 
mon species of the Rocky Mountains, was presented 
by Mr. R, L. Ditmars, of the New York Zoological 
Society, on May 18th. 

Eutema elegans atrata Kenn. Santa Cruz Garter Snake. 

Hab., Santa Cruz County, California. 

Several examples from Felton, Santa Cruz County, 
received during the summer, have served to estab- 
lish the correct relations of this color form*, which 
is identical with H. injernalis vidua Cope. Its range 
appears to be restricted to the coast region immedi- 
ately south of San Francisco.

one year old, which reached the Gardens in March, from 
India.

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A pair of black and white geese and a brush-turkey (Cath- 
eturus lathamz), from Australia, with a pair of secretary 
vultures, were received in May. None of these had been 
‘represented in the collection for many years. 

A pair of dingos, or Australian wild dogs, were received 
on May 15th from the National Zoological Park, in exchange 

On May 18th a contribution of reptiles was received from 
the New York Zoological Society, and in June seven Butler’s 
garter snakes from Sandusky, Ohio, were received from the 
same source. 

A collection from the Amazon, presented by Mr. Harry 
Nuding, arrived on June 6th; included was a female Brazilian 
ocelot and several species of toucan. The same gentleman 
forwarded in August a second collection, chiefly of birds, 
and on September 21st a fine young male tapir, captured 
near Santarem, Brazil. 

Two star-nosed moles were presented on June 7th by Mr. 
Robert L. Campbell. It is to be regretted that by no amount 
of care does it seem that these interesting animals can be 
induced to live in captivity. 

On July 15th an American bison bull two years old was 
obtained in exchange from the New York Zoological Society, 
and has been placed with a young cow bred in the Gardens, 
in an enclosure formerly occupied by elk, at the northern 
end of the Gardens. 

In August two brown bear cubs from Admiralty Island, 
Alaska, were purchased. These animals are still too young 
for exact determination of the species, but without doubt 
they belong to some form of the large brown bears inhabiting 
that region. The species found in this island has been named 
Ursus eulophus Merriam, but is only doubtfully distinct 
from U. dallc of the same author. 

A male and female Dorcas gazelle reached the Gardens on 
September 6th, from Egypt, as a gift from Dr. Henry C. 
Chapman. 

In February a young eyra cat and several snakes from 
Tamaulipas, Mexico, were presented by Mr. James Spear, Jr.

The birth of the raccoon-like dogs is of some interest, as 
the species is not known to have bred often in captivity. 
On the third day two of the young were killed by the mother, 
notwithstanding that she is exceptionally gentle. The re- 
maining one, weighing three and three-quarter ounces, was 
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placed with a litter of domestic kittens, with which it was 
cared for by the cat until July 3rd, when it died. The mother 
of the Brazilian tapir, bred on July 27th, was taken near 
Manicoré, on the Madeira River, and reached the Gardens 
on November 17th, 1904, from Para, as a gift from Mr. 
Henry Nuding. The young one at birth weighed seventeen and 
a quarter pounds, and was thirteen inches in height at the 
shoulder, with a total length of twenty-six inches, including 
the tail one inch long. 

The work of the Laboratory of Pathology has been con- 
ducted with vigor through the year and much of exact value 
has been learned concerning the nature of the diseases occur- 
ring in the collection. Asa result, stringent methods have 
been introduced in the direction of detection of disease and 
hygiene. Careful examination of animals arriving at the 
Gardens is made, especially in the case of species liable to 
communicable diseases. No monkey is now placed upon 
exhibition unless it has successfully passed the tuberculin 
test, and it is hoped that by the employment of every practi- 
cable measure of prevention within the building, including 
prohibition of feeding by visitors, the occurrence of tubercu- 
losis in these susceptible animals may be brought under con- 
trol. A temporary result of the rigid system which has been 
put in practice, is that the collection in the Monkey House is 
less complete than is usually the case, chiefly for the reason 
that just at the time when a considerable supply of monkeys 
was desired, those offered for sale have been few in number 
and of inferior quality. Of those procured a considerable 
number have failed to pass the tests and have not got beyond 
the quarantine room. Before the season is over it is hoped 
that this part of the collections will be largely increased. 

An appropriation of $10,000 for permanent improvements, 
made by the City Councils through the Commissioners of Fair- 
mount Park, afforded the means for making important addi- 
tions to the enclosures. A brick house for zebras and wild 
asses was erected at a cost of $3905. The building measures 
48 by 32 feet, and contains six stalls, each with a large outside 
enclosure. 

The old eagle aviary was torn down, leaving only the iron

framework, around which was built a large cage for pumas. 
The central cage is 33 by 25 feet in area, and 24 feet high. 
A large mass of rockwork covers retiring dens at the rear. 
A smaller pen occupies each end of the building. At present 
the eastern end contains three young pumas, too small to be 
placed with the full-grown ones in the centre. The western 
end is occupied by Canada lynx. The cost of construction 
was $4135, and the effect of the installation is entirely pleas- 
ing. 

Three new sets, containing nine cages in all, were added to 
the series for birds of prey at the southern end of the grounds, 
and the upper seal pond, as well as the beaver pond, were each 
surrounded with new iron fences of improved design. 

A large amount of repairs was completed during the sum- 
mer, including the placing of iron skylight frames over the 
pens in the Antelope House, and the renewal of a considerable 
part of the roof surrounding them. 

The thanks of the Directors are due to those who have 
favored the Society with gifts.
